Madrid, May 10.—Queen Victoria 


gave birth today to a son. who be- 
comes heir to the throne of Spain. 


The birth of the royal babe has been 


awaited with eager interest through- 
out Spain. The news from the palace 
early this morning that the accouche-

spread like wild 
fire, 
and crowds 


flocked to the great plaza front from 
the royal palace.

Chinese Lottery King of 


America Builds Long 


Railway Line. 


San Francisco, Cal.. May 10.—Word 


has just, been received verifying the 
story that Chin Kim You, known here 
as "Big ,11m," the Chinese lottery klnt, 
of America, has already completed the 
first stretch of his famous railroad in 
the orient, where he has become 
known as tho "E. H. Harriman o 
awakened China." 


The completed line extends from 


Hang Chow, on Hang Chow bay, to 
Tien-tsln. on the Gulf of Pe-Chl-Li. It 
is 543 miles long, opens up some of tho 
richest country in the empire, was 
constructed by American engineers, is 
equipped with American rolling stock, 
was built largely with gold garnered 
by the promoter on the American soil 
and it Is the first, bit. of railway ever 
constructed by Chinese enterprise In 
that country. 


It. is tbe purpose of the builder to ex- 


tend the line to Peking and to have 
feeders cobwebbing the entire coun- 
try now under Chinese control.

Alfred Packer,.the central figure in 
the grimmest tragedy that, ever took 
place in the Rocky mountains, is dead, 


ccording to a dispatch from Denver, 
Colorado, of May 1, appearing in the 
Sunday Chicago Inter-Ocean. He died 
_n the cabin of a rancli owned by Mrs. 
Van Alstine, in Deer Creek canon, the 
only refuge he could find when failing 
strength drove him from the solitude 
of. the mountains, where he went to 
escape the curious gaze of his fellow- 
men'when they muttered, "there goes 
Alfred Packer, five times a murderer 
and man eater." 


For more than thirty years the case 


of Alfred Packer has been a subject 
of controversy in the state of.

Packer kill and eat five of his fellow- 
men?" ha.s caused more dispute and 
trouble in executive circles than any 
other subject that has come up in the 
capital city. That Packer did eat hu- 
man flesh there is no doubt.
